The Century of Progress Exposition

* Z. X was retrograde in motion and 
still closely * 4, in 1934. The fair was 
continued that year, with vast throngs 
in attendance.

Note: the Long Beach earthquake had a magnitude of 6.4 and struck around Spm local time; it killed 
120 people and did major damage to the area. The LA Times has it as starting at 5:54pm, killing 115 
people, collapsing hundreds of buildings, 230 schoolhouses in particular.
